Employees  who  elect  to  enroll  in  the  Cit\'  Plan  in  this  caicsory  must  pay  the 
difference  between  the  capped  amount  of  the  City  Plan  described  above  and  the  cost  of  City

x2r     DEPENDENT  HEALTH  CARE  COVERAGE 

(A)  The  City's  contribution  for  dependent  health  care  coverage  for  Miscellaneous 
Unrepresented  employees  shall  be  $225.00  per  covered  employee  per  nnonth. 
In  the  event  that  the  cost  of  dependent  care  increases,  tne  City  will  adjust  its 
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pick-up  level  up  to  75%  of  the  cost  of  the  City's  least  expensive  medical  plan's 
dependent  health  care  medical  costs  charged  to  the  employee  for  the  employee 
plus  two  or  more  dependents  category.

SECTION  25.  RETIREMENT  CONTRIBUTION 

Except  for  classifications  1280-1283,  inclusive,  and  classification  1293,  for  the  duration 
of  this  Ordinance,  the  City  shall  pick-up  the  full  amount  of  the  employees'  portion  of  their 
retirement  contribution  at  the  current  rate. 

The  parties  acknowledge  that  the  San  Francisco  Charter  establishes  the  levels,  terms 
and  conditions  of  retirement  benefits  for  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Employees 
Retirement  System  (SFERS).

SECTION  26.  PRE-RETIREMENT  PLANNING  SEMINAR 

Subject  to  development,  availability  and  scheduling  by  SFERS  and  PERS,  employees 
shall  be  allowed  not  more  than  one  (1)  day  to  attend  a  pre-retirement  planning  semina- 
sponsored  by  SFERS  or  PERS, 

Employees  must  provide  at  least  two  (2)  v^eeks  advance  notice  of  their  desire  to  attend 
a  retirement  planning  seminar  to  the  appropriate  supervisor.  An  employee  shall  be  released 
from  work  to  attend  the  seminar  unless  staffing  requirements  or  other  Department 
exigencies  require  the  employee's  attendance  at  work  on  the  day  or'  days  such  seminar  is 
scheduled.

SECTION  35.  TRAINING,  CAREER  DEVELOPMENT  AND  I,v::ENTIVES 

Unrepresented  employees  shall  be  on  paid  status  when  assigned  to  attend  requi'ed 
educational  programs  scheduled  during  normal  working  hours. 

SECTION  36.  LIFE  INSURANCE 

Upon  becoming  eligible  to  participate  in  the  Health  Service  System  under  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  16.700,  the  City  shall  provide  life  insurance  in  the 
amount  of  $50,000  for  all  employees  covered  by  this  Ordinance.

Section  1.  Findings. 

(a)  Government  agencies  and  scientific  bodies  in  the  European  Union  (EU)  and  Israel 
have  recognized  the  potential  harm  of  long-term  exposure  to  radiation  emitted  from  cell 
phones  and,  as  a  result,  have  issued  warnings  about  their  use,  especially  their  use  by 
children. 

(b)  The  United  States  Federal  Communications  Commission  ("the  FCC'j  has 
established  a  maximum  allov/able  Specific  Absorption  Rate  ("SAR")  rating  that  manufacturers 
must  disclose  to  the  government  when  offering  a  portable  wireless  device  (cell  phone)  for 
sale.  The  SAR  is  a  value  that  corresponds  to  the  relative  amount  of  radiofrequency  ene  ^y 
absorbed  in  the  head  or  body  of  a  user  of  a  wireless  handset.  At  the  t  me  o'  aricr.t  on  of  this 
ordinance,  the  FCC  limit  for  public  exposure  from  cellular  telephones  is  a-^  SAR  .e  .-e'  of 

1 .6  watts  per  kilogram  (1 .6  W/kg)  for  spatial  peak  (local)  SAR,  such  as  SAR  in  the  use'-'s 
head,  as  averaged  over  any  1  gram  of  tissue. 

(c)  The  SAR  values  for  different  makes  and  models  of  cell  phones  differ  widely,  but 

consumers  are  not  able  to  make  informed  purchasing  decisions  because  there  is  no 
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requirement  that  tlie  retailer  provide  the  applicable  SAR  values  to  the  consumer  at  the  point 
when  the  consumer  is  deciding  between  various  makes  and  models. 

(d)  Cell  phones  are  an  important  communication  tool,  especially  during  emergencies, 
and  radiation  exposure  from  cell  phones  can  be  reduced  by  using  a  speakerphone  or  a 
headset,  or  by  sending  text  messages.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Findings. 

The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this 
Ordinance  are  in  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public 
Resources  Code  section  21000  et  seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  100360  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Park  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Section 
12.12,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  12.12.  FEES  AT  HARDING  PARK  AND  FLEMING  GOLF  COURSES. 

(a)  Greens  Fees.  The  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  (the  Commission")  is  hereby 
authorized  to  charge  greens  fees  at  Harding  Park  and  Fleming  Golf  Courses  (collectively,  the 
"Golf  Courses")  in  the  manner  and  in  conformance  with  the  standards  set  forth  herein. 


generate  an  average  minimum  of  $4,278,000.00  annual  revenues  in  2002  dollars  ("Target 
Revenues")  at  the  Golf  Courses  in  the  first  five  fiscal  years  of  operation  following  reopening  of 
the  Golf  Courses  after  renovation  ("Years  1 — 5")  (and  subject  thereafter  to  annual  increases 


NOTE: 


1.  Target  Revenues.  Greens  fees  shall  be  set  at  such  levels  to  cumulatively 
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the  amount  of  increases  in  the  applicable  Consumer  Price  Index  as  described  in  Section 
12.12(e)  belovy),  which  amount  shall  be  prorated  if  the  Golf  Courses  reopen  with  less  than  a 
full  fiscal  year  remaining  in  Year  1.  In  setting  greens  fees  to  achieve  the  Target  Revenues,  it 
shall  be  assumed  that  legal  residents  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  v/ho  hold 
current  and  valid  cards  issued  for  a  fee  by  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  (the 
"Department' )  identifying  them  as  residents  of  the  City  ("Residents")  shall  play  at  least  50%  of 
funds  at  Harding  Park  Golf  Course,  and  no  more  than  an  average  of  76,560  rounds  shall  be 
played  each  full  year  at  Hardirig  Park  Golf  Course  during  Years  1 — 5  and  no  more  than 
64,600  rounds  each  full  year  at  Fleming  Golf  Course  during  Years  1 — 5. 

2.  Optional  Discounts.  Greens  fees  at  Harding  Park  Golf  Course  may  be 
discounted  for  weekday  rounds  played  by  either  Residents  or  non-residents,  for  weekday  or 
weekend  rounds  played  by  Resident  junior  or  senior  golfers,  and  for  twilight  rounds  played  by 
either  Residents  or  non-residents.  The  Commission  also  may  establish  discounted  greens 
fees  for  playing  only  the  back  nine  holes  at  Harding  Park  Golf  Course.  Greens  fees  may  be 
discounted  for  certain  non-residents  who  live  within  close  geographic  proximity  to  the  Golf 
Courses  or  who  play  with  Residents  ("Northern  California  Residents").  If  the  Commission 
approves  a  discounted  rate  for  Northern  California  Residents,  the  Commission  shall  set 
standards  defining  who  shall  qualify  for  such  discounted  rate  and  shall  limit  the  number  of 
rounds  at  that  discounted  rate. 

3.  Optional  Premium  Rates.  In  exchange  for  advance  reserved  tee  times, 
non-residents  may  be  charged  premium  rates  at  Harding  Park  Golf  Course. 

4.  Caps.  Regardless  of  any  discounts  for  certain  subcategories  of  play,  the 
average  cost  per  round  of  Resident  greens  fees  at  Harding  Park  Golf  Course  across  any  and 
all  subcategories  of  Resident  play  (weekday,  weekend,  senior  and  junior)  fees  shall  not 
exceed  S28  in  Year  1.  The  average  cost  per  round  of  non-resident  greens  fees  at  Harding 
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Park  Golf  Course  across  any  and  all  subcategories  of  non-resident  play  (weekday,  vyeekend. 
preferred  and  Bay  Area  Resident)  shall  not  exceed  $88  in  Year  1.  The  average  cost  per 
round  of  Resident  greens  fees  at  Fleming  Golf  Course  across  any  and  all  subcategories  of 
Resident  play  (weekday,  weekend,  senior  and  junior)  shall  not  exceed  SI  3  in  Year  1.  The 
average  cost  per  round  of  non-resident  greens  fees  at  Fleming  Golf  Course  across  any  and  all 
subcategories  of  non-resident  play  (weekday  and  weekend)  shall  not  exceed  $20  in  Year  1. 

5.  Miscellaneous.  Applicable  weekend  greens  fee  rates  shall  be  charged  on 
Fridays,  Saturdays  and  Sundays  and  legal  holidays.  Applicable  weekday  rates  apply  on  all 
other  days.  Greens  fees  per  tournament  player  for  playing  in  tournaments,  which  are  defined 
as  a  block  of  tee  time(s)  set  aside  for  any  group  of  16  or  more  golfers,  shall  exceed  the 
highest  greens  fee  that  would  be  charged  to  Residents  playing  on  the  same  day  of  any 
tournament.  Discount  Resident  greens  fees  shall  not  apply  to  tournament  play  by  Residents. 
Weekend  tournament  greens  fees  shall  be  greater  than  greens  fees  charged  for  weekday 
tournaments. 

(b)  Commission  to  Select  Final  Rate  Structure;  Citizens  Advisory  Committee. 
The  Commission  shall  select  a  final  greens  fees  structure  v.'hich  meets  the  parameters  set 
forth  in  this  Section.  The  Commission  shall  appoint  a  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  consisting 
of  five  (5)  members  to  recommend  to  the  Commission  a  greens  fees  structure  for  the  Golf 
Courses  chosen  from  one  of  thn  mode's  described  below  or  that  othen-vise  meets  the  criteria 
set  forth  herein.  The  Commission  shall  take  the  committee's  recommendation  into 
consideration  in  reaching  a  final  decision  regarding  a  fee  structure  for  the  Golf  Courses.

Upon  the  first  day  following  the  end  of  Year  1 ,  regardless  of 
whether  Year  1  consisted  of  a  full  fiscal  year  or  only  a  part  thereof,  and  upon  the  first  day  of 
each  fiscal  year  thereafter,  greens  fees  for  Residents  at  the  Golf  Courses  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Commission,  be  adjusted  in  the  follov^ing  manner:  Each  fee  shall  be  multiplied 
by  a  fraction,  the  numerator  of  which  is  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers 
(base  years  1982 — 1984  =  100)  for  the  San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  area,  published 
monthly  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor,  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  (the  "Index"), 
for  the  quarter  immediately  preceding  the  start  of  the  fiscal  year  during  which  the  increase  will 
be  effective  (the  "Adjustment  Index")  minus  the  Index  for  the  June  of  the  preceding  year  (the 
"Base  Index")  and  the  denominator  of  which  is  the  Base  Index.  The  product  of  this  calculation 
shall  be  ad(Jed  to  the  current  fee  to  obtain  the  increased  fee  which  shall  thereafter  be  payable, 
except  that  in  no  instance  shall  the  fee  be  less  than  that  in  effect  immediately  prior  to  this 
calculation.  Or,  fees  may  be  increased  up  to  $1 .00  upon  approval  of  the  Commission. 
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All  fees  and  other  charges  at  the  Golf  Courses  may,  but  are  not  required  to.  be 
increased  upon  approval  by  the  Commission  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as 
greens  fees  increases,  except  that  the  non-S.F.  resident  and  tournament  greens  fees  may  bo 
increased  by  up  to  two  times  the  fraction  produced  in  the  above  illustrated  calculation  (i.o  ,  up 
to  twice  the  increase  in  the  applicable  Consumer  Price  Index),  or  up  to  $1 .00.  whichever  is 
greater.

Ordinance  calling  and  providing  for  a  special  election  to  be  held  in  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  on  Tuesday,  November  2nd  2010.  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  to  the 
voters  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  a  proposition  to  authorize  general 
obligation  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  City  and  County  in  the  Amount  of  Forty  Six 
Million  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($46,150,000)  to  provide  deferred 
loans  and/or  grants  to  pay  the  costs  of  seismic  retrofits  to  multi-story  wood  structures 
that  are  at  significant  risk  of  substantial  damage  and  collapse  during  an  earthquake; 
authorizing  landlords  to  pass-through  50%  of  the  resulting  property  tax  increase  to

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

1 0  Section  1 .  Findings. 

1 1  A.       The  San  Francisco  Department  of  Building  Inspections  caused  to  be  prepared  a 

12  jj  report  dated  February  2009,  entitled  "Here  Today— Here  Tomorrow:  Earthquake  Safety  for 

1 3  i'  Soft  Story  Buildings"  (the  "Report"). 

14  B.       The  Report  made  several  recommendations  to  mitigate  the  potential  damage 
and  destruction  to  multi-story  wood-frame  buildings,  including  the  initiation  of  a  program  to 
finance  the  costs  of  seismic  retrofits  to  such  soft  story  buildings  that  are  at  significant  risk  for 
substantial  damage  and  collapse  during  an  earthquake. 

C.  The  Report  identified  approximately  2,800  buildings  constructed  before  1974 
and  consisting  of  three  or  more  stories  that  have  large  perimeter  wall  openings  (referred  to  in 
the  Report  and  herein  as  "soft-story  buildings")  and  which,  therefore,  are  potentially  most  at 
significant  risk  of  substantial  damage  and  collapse  during  an  earthquake. 

D.  Keeping  San  Franciscans  in  their  homes  after  an  earthquake  is  a  vital  public 
interest  and  would  avert  a  post-oarthquake  shelter  crisis  and  thereby  reduce  the  demands 
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placed  upon  emergency  responders;  and  that  keeping  residents  in  their  homes  serves  a  valifl 
public  purpose  resulting  in  significant  public  benefits. 

E.  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing,  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  ancJ 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  funds  125  affordable  housing  rnuiti- 
story  units  which  are  at  significant  risk  of  substantial  damage  and  collapse  during  and 
earthquake. 

F.  In  addition,  there  are  31  potential  soft-story  buildings  containing  single  room 
occupancy  units  that  are  owned  by  private  parties,  and  such  structures  are  at  a  significant  risk 
of  substantial  damage  and  collapse  during  and  earthquake. 

G.  The  Mayor  and  this  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (the  "City")  now  wish  to  describe  the  terms  of  a  ballot  measure  seeking  approval  for 
general  obligation  bonding  authority  for  a  Earthquake  Safety  Retrofit  Deferred  Loan  and  Grant 
Program  (the  "Bonds"). 

Section  2.  A  special  election  is  hereby  called  and  ordered  to  be  held  in  the  City  on 
Tuesday,  the  2nd  day  of  November,  201 0,  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  to  the  electors  of  the 
City  a  proposition  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  general  obligation  bonded  indebtedness  of  the 
City  for  the  project  hereinafter  described  in  the  amount  and  for  the  purposes  stated:

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 

Section  1.  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions  contemplated 
this  Ordinance  are  in  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California 
Public  Resources  Code  sections  21000  et  seq.)   Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  ! 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  100758  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference.  ' 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Public  Works  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending

(1)  Banners  placed  on  the  upper  portion  of  City-owned  utility  poles  are  an  important 
medium  for  providing  notice  to  San  Francisco  residents,  as  well  as  those  who  work  in  and  vis.t 
San  Francisco,  about  City-sponsored,  City-funded,  and  City-v/ide  special  events.  City- 
convention  facility  events,  and  the  locations  of  the  City's  diverse  neighborhoods 

(2)  Because  of  the  significant  economic  benefits  that  the  City  gains  from  tourism.  San 
Francisco  has  a  strong  interest  in  fostering  tourism  by  promoting  City-sponsored.  City-funded 
and  City-vyide  special  events,  and  in  providing  notice  of  the  locations  o^the  City's  varied  and 
distinct  neighborhoods. 
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(3)  Because  of  the  significant  economic  benefits  that  the  City  gains  from  the  events 
held  at  the  City's  convention  facilities,  San  Francisco  has  a  strong  interest  in  fostering, 
pronnoting  and  identifying  those  events  conducted  at  the  City's  convention  facilities. 

(4)  Increasing  awareness  of  City-sponsored  City-funded  and  City-wide  special  events, 
and  San  Francisco's  diverse  neighborhoods  also  fosters  civic  pnde.
